MIAMI, Fla. — (ZP)—Wreckage 
of a missing Pan American World 
Airways luxury Stratocruiser was 
.sighted near Carolina, Brazil, to­ 
day and reports said there was no 
sjgn of any survivors. 
The plane disappeared April 29 
with 50 persons aboard, 19 of them 
Americans. 
PAA officials in 
Miami 
said 
message indicated the aircraft had 
split in two and burned. 
The wreckage was spotted by 
a searching PAA C-46 type cargo 
plane in the vicinity of Carolina, i 
some 400 miles southeast of Belem. 
Carolina is a river port of about 
3,500 population and has a large 
airfield. 
The 
Stratocruiser 
apparently 
was heading there when it went 
down. 
The one and one-quarter mil­ 
lion dollar craft disappeared on a 
flight from Buenos Aires to New 
York. 
Scores of search 
planes 
have been covering a vast area of 
jungle and plateauland in an ef­ 
fort to locate it. 
The plane was

reported 
vRomewhere between Batreiras In 
mid Brazil, and Carolina, about 
300 miles north. 
PAA officials said Carolina Is 
on the Tocantins River due south 
of Belem and about 1,100 mile* 
north and slightly west of Rio De 
Janeiro.

Tent Caterpillar 


On Loose Again 


LANSING — (ZP) — A new out­ 
break of forest tent caterpillars 
has started in the eastern Upper 
Peninsula, the Conservation De­ 
partm ent reporte dtoday. 
If the outbreak follows the ex­ 
pected pattern, it will be worse 
than last spring w’hen millions of 
the caterpillars defoliated 
trees 
and made roads dangerously slip­ 
pery, the departm ent said. 
The 
only 
hopes for holding 
down the infestation are that the 
caterpillars will eat themselves 
out of food before the plague hits 
its peak or that natural 
enemies 
will have increased enough to re­ 
duce them. 
The eastern end of the Penin­ 
sula, 
covering Sault Ste. Marie 
and St. Ignace, is expected to be 
hit the hardest. Other pockets are 
expected in the Newberry 
area 
and Marquette, Dickinson, Me­ 
nominee and Delta counties. 
In the Lower Peninsula, active 
pockets are expected in Presque 
Isle and Cheboygan counties. 
The caterpillar does no serious 
damage to vegetation, 
Conserva­ 
tion Department men said. It rare­ 
ly attacks farm crops and 
feeds 
largely on the low value 
aspen 
tree. 
Even these trees recover 
rapidly by growing new leaves.

The vote denying a plea from 
major steel companies that the 
court enjoin Secretary of Com­ 
merce Sawyer from doing anything 
about wages and working condi­ 
tions was the same as that by which 
the court last night returned the 
steel plants to government control. 
Nothing Decided Yet 
Only a few minutes before the 
court decision was announced, Saw­ 
yer had said in a statem ent he did 
not intend to take any "precipitate” 
action about wages. 
The government m anager of the 
steels mills said the situation was 
so fluid that “the employes and I 
myself, and the operators too, are 
at the moment in a revolving door. 
We are neither coming in nor going 
out.” 
Sawyer also called in his state­ 
ment for: 
1. 
New negotiations by the in­ 
dustry and the CIO Steelworkers 
Union looking toward a bargained 
settlement of their differences. 
2. 
Action by Congress to give 
the government some clear legal 
basis for dealing with situations 
such as the steel strike has created.

May Day Parade 


LONDON — (ZP)—The annual 
May Day parade of Soviet labor 
and m ilitary might poured through 
Moscow’s 
Red 
square 
today, 
watched once again by Generalis­ 
simo Stalin. 
Moscow radio gave a running 
description of the vast dem onstra­ 
tion, annually one of Commun­ 
ist Russia’s biggest, and said the 
72-year-old Stalin ascended the 
steps of Lenin’s mausoleum to his 
place on the open-air reviewing 
platform just before the march 
began. 
His son, Lf. teen. Vassily Stalin, 
once more led the Red air force 
squadrons flying over the score. 
For Moscow it was a sunny day, 
and “as Stalin ascended the steps, 
he raised his hand and the sun 
seemed to shine brighter,” a ra­ 
dio commentator said. 
Around him the vast bells of the 
Kremlin rang in celebration. 
It was Stalin’s first public ap­ 
pearance in just over a month. 
On March 29 he attended a meet­ 
ing of the Supreme Soviet of the 
Russian Federated Republic. 
The Soviet press and radio re­ 
sounded with tributes 
to

premier. 
All Soviet papers published Sta­ 
lin’s picture on their front pages,

Being Taken 


Do fall releases of trout appear 
in anglers* creels during the fol­ 
lowing season in as large numbers 
as trout planted just before the 
season? The answer is generally 
“no” but on large rivers with a 
number of impoundments the story 
may be different. 
If equal numbers of brown trout 
and rainbow trout are planted in 
a stream, which species will pro­ 
vide the most trout in the creel 
for the anglers? Again there is an 
answer for most waters—the rain­ 
bow—but this needs further test­ 
ing on impounded streams. With 
the cost of 7- to 10-inch trout de­ 
livered to the 
stream 
running 
about 30 cents apiece, fisheries ad­ 
ministrators 
and 
anglers 
alike 
want to know what 
species 
of 
trout will give the most angling 
satisfaction for the investment in­ 
volved, and what time of the year 
to release them so that the anglers 
can harvest the greatest number. 
Check Anglers’ Catches 
Additional facts which will aid 
in answering these two important 
questions will be sought during 
1952 on two Upper Peninsula trout 
streams, the Escanaba River in 
Delta County and the Dead River 
in Marquette County. 
In each of these streams, 500 
marked brown 
trout 
and 
500 
marked rainbow trout were re­ 
leased in October, 1951, and an­ 
other planting involving the same 
number and species was made in 
April, 1952. The two plantings 
are marked by distinctive fin- 
clip combinations and differently- 
numbered jaw tags so that fall 
and spring-planted fish can be 
recognized as such in the anglers’ 
creels. Releases of hatchery fish 
made in these streams during the 
1952 season w ill be marked by still 
different fin combinations. 
During the 1952 trout season a 
Department employee will check 
anglers’ catches on these streams 
each Saturday and Sunday and on 
two other week-days through the 
trout season. 
The 
numbers 
of 
marked fish from each season of 
planting and the species of marked 
fish which are tallied by the cen­ 
sus clerks will aid in answering 
the questions above. 
Any 
angler 
catching 
marked 
trout from these streams who is 
not contacted by a census clerk is 
requested to report his catch by 
mail to the nearest Department of­ 
fice. Give the name of the stream 
fished, the date the catch was 
made, the species and length of 
the fish, and the tag number or the 
name of the fin or fins missing.

Iron Mountain 
Feeling Pinch 


IRON MOUNTAIN—Although five 
months have 
passed 
since 
the 
Ford Motor Company ceased oper­ 
ations at its plant here, the twin 
cities of Iron Mountain and Kings­ 
ford are just beginning to feel the 
full impact of the economic blow. 
Closing of the Ford plant, for 31 
years the industrial backbone of 
Dickinson County, came during the 
first week of December and left 
1,500 jobless. 
It is axiomatic that 
an industrial retrenchm ent of such 
proportions 
will 
take 
damaging 
toll in the economic structure of a 
community. 
But the changes in the Twin 
Cities have been more gradual than 
expected. 
Today, 
however, 
the 
handwriting is plainly written. The 
trend is obvious and becomes more 
evident each day. 
The economic barometer is drop­ 
ping; the recession is setting in 
and, according to the consensus of 
observers who have closely studied 
the situation, the full impact of the 
blow—unless there are immediate 
developments in new industry—will 
be seriously felt by the end of June. 
Facts And Figures 
Here are some figures indicating 
the trend; 
Approximately 540 men—a con­ 
servatively accurate figure—have 
left for jobs out of the Twin Cities: 
The county labor force, as of 
April 25. was 7,000, or 400 less than 
last month; 
There are approximately 2.000 
unemployed in Dickinson county; 
About 486 of the original claim­ 
ants, as the result of the Ford 
closing, are still collecting unem­ 
ployment checks and all but 162 
will be exhausted by May 24: 
During the first three months of 
this year, bank deposits in Iron 
Mountain dropped a total of $453,- 
111.0 1 ; 
Postal Business Down 
Since April I, business at the 


Iron Mountain postoffice has been 
between 35 and 40 per cent lower 
than the same period last year; 
Since April I, families have been 
moving out of the Twin Cities at 
the rate of about one per day; 
Michigan Bell reports that 104 
telephones were taken out of Twin 
City homes from January through 
March; 
Consumer loss for the Wisconsin 
Michigan Power company has been 
1.94 per cent — January through 
March—resulting from discontinu­ 
ance of electric service to slightly 
under IOO homes; 
Circulation figures of The Iron 
Mountain News in Twin City homes 
have dropped by about 200 since 
January I; 
Since the first of the year, water 
service has been discontinued in 
85 Kingsford homes and meters 
have been removed from ll Iron 
Mountain homes; 
Retail Trade Drops 
There has been a sharp drop in 
retail business since Easter: 
And since most of the above fig­ 
ures do not include April, when 
the impact first began to hit hard, 
the seriousness of tbs situation to­ 
day is greater than actually shown 
These facts clearly show that the 
economic blow, which the Twin 
Cities have been hoping would be 
averted by new industry, is defin­ 
itely on the way. 
Business men and public utility 
officials believe the full force of 
the blow will have struck by the 
end of June. 
The end of the cur­ 
rent school term by mid-June will 
definitely see an exodus of many 
families from the area. 
To date, 
most of the labor transfers have 
involved only the bread-winners. 
But by mid-J une when the chil­ 
dren are out of school, many fam­ 
ilies will follow the workers to 
new homes in other cities. 
By the end of June, most of 
the 
unemployment 
compensation 
claims will have been exhausted, 
and by that time, it is expected, 
most of the men who will be forced

A sharp increase in drinking 
and a corresponding increase in 
the number of alcoholics has been 
noted in the five year period from 
1941 to 1946 as a result of a sur­ 
vey made by two Yale University 
professors, 
E. C. Prettyman of 
the Michigan Temperance Union 
said in an address at the Evan­ 
gelical Covenant Church in Esca­ 
naba Tuesday night. 
The meeting was sponsored in 
Escanaba by the Women’s Chris­ 
tian Temperance Union and the 
Delta County M inisterial Associa­ 
tion. 
The 
survey 
revealed that in 
1941 there were 40,000,000 people 
drinking 
alcoholic 
beverages in 
America, Mr. Prettym an said, of 
which 2,000,000 could be classified 
as alcoholics and 600,000 as chron­ 
ic alcoholics. 
By 1946, 
the speaker reported, 
there 
were 
50,000,000 
people 
drinking alcoholic beverages and 
3,000,000 alcoholics, 
with 750,000 
chronic alcoholics. 
In 1950, according to Dr. Jel- 
linek, director of Yale University 
school of alcohol studies, 
there 
were 4,000,000 alcoholics in this

Illegality Of Steel Seizure Is 
Confirmed By Court Injunction 
T 
HE steel strike that has developed in 
the wake of Federal Judge Pine’s d e­ 
cision against the governm ent is regretta­ 
ble and it is crippling to the nation’s eco­ 
nomy and the defense effort. Nevertheless. 
we agree with Judge Pine that a strike in 
the steel industry, bad as it is, is better 
from the public viewpoint than acceptance 
of the contention that the President of the 
United States possesses unlimited authority 
to do as he sees fit, regardless of the lack 
of constitutional authority or regardless of 
the lack of statutes empowering his action. 
Mr. Trum an could have prevented a steel 
strike by invoking the provisions 
of 
the 
T alt-H artley labor act which provides for 
an 80-day cooling off period before a strike 
can become effective. 
He can stop the 
strike even at this time by invoking the 
Taft-H artley act. W hether he will do so 
still remains to be determined. The Presi­ 
dent has made no secret of the fact that he 
dislikes the Taft-Hartlev act although at 
the time it was enacted he promised that 
he would respect it, even though he dis­ 
liked it. 
The government seizure of the steel in­ 
dustry, without legal authority, was a hard 
blow to American principles of justice. 
Worse, it was a severe blow at American 
liberties and a drastic move toward dicta­ 
torship. 
Even if we concede that Mr. Truman, 
whose term of office expires in less than a 
year, is not interested in setting up a dic­ 
tatorship, it must be admitted that the p re­ 
cedent of unlimited authority implied in 
his seizure of the steel industry is a d an ­ 
gerous one for the future well-being of the 
country. It naturally follow's that if Mr. 
Trum an possessed th 
authority he claimed 
to have, his successors likewise w’ould pos­ 
sess this authority. Any of them, whoever 
they may be, may not be averse to setting 
up a personal dictatorship, armed with the 
precedent of authority provided by Mr. 
T rum an’s steel seizure.

Sir William Willcocks, 
a British engineer, made plans for irrigat­ 
ing the Iraq sands, but as yet nothing has 
been accomplished.

High Court Upholds 
Religious Training 
'T'H E U. S. Supreme Court decision up- 
A 
holding the principle of released time 
from public school classes for student re­ 
ligious training is refreshing and it is en­ 
couraging, coming as it does at 
a 
time 
when so many forces are active to block 
the spread of religion in this country. 
The majority opinion in the 6-3 decisicyi, 
written by Justice Douglas, is particularly 
noteworthy, not only because of the phil­ 
osophy that it endorses but also in the 
manner in which it does so. 
Justice Douglas pointed out that the U. S. 
Constitution and Bill of Rights does not 
contain a “philosophy of hostility to re­ 
ligion.’* On the contrary, we are a religious 
nation, recognizing a Suprem e Being. 
These words from Justice Douglas’ d e­ 
cision are especially enlightening: 
“When the state encourages religious in­ 
structions or cooperates with religious au­ 
thorities by adjusting the schedule of pub­ 
lic events to sectarian needs, it follows the 
best of our traditions. 
“For it then respects the religious nature 
of our people and accommodates the pub­ 
lic service to their spiritual needs. To hold 
that it may not would be to find in the 
Constitution a requirem ent that the gov­ 
ernm ent show’ a callous indifference to re­ 
ligious groups. That would be preferring 
those who believe in no religion to those 
who do believe ” 
We are coming more and more to the 
realization that the hope of the world lies 
in religion and its moral teachings. Cer­ 
tainly the government should not establish 
impediments to the spread 
of 
religipus 
training but rather, as 
Justice 
Douglas 
points out with such clarity in his majority 
opinion, government should assist and co­ 
operate with sectarian efforts t6 spread the 
teachings of religion as widely as possible.

Recovery Outlook for Stroke 


Victims Is Far From Gloomy

In most cases, however, the 
icier'lying causes are much alike', namely, 
aliening of the blood vessels supplying 
i vital part. 
What happens at the time ol the stroke 
i cuds partly on whether it is caused bv 
t ding oi by a clot, and more im puri­ 
t y , on what part ol the brain is affected 
d how large an arca is injured. 
It is such things as this which determ ine 
iiethei a person suffering a stroke will 
velop paralysis, how 
much 
paralysis 
n e will be, and w hether the nerve symp- 
ih* will Pe only tem porary or last for 
lite a long tune. Incidentally, it should be 
id that most strokes are painless, though 
ad ache Is not unusual. 
Many myopic survive a stroke and retiais? 
fairly good health, and some can even 
Hor several strokes without being 
too 


badly knocked out. 
At the time when a stroke occurs, there 
is not much that anyone can do to halt the 
process or lessen the results. As a mattei ot 
feet, the damage is usually done by the 
time the doctor can arrive. 
However, this does not mean that a per­ 
son who has suffered a stroke of apoplexy 
should not receive treatm ent promptly and 
soon. 
PATIENT’S WILL IMPORTANT 


Much 
recovery 
of function is usually 
possible. In achieving the greatest amount 
ut improvement, the desire of the patient— 
the will to get well—is considered of great 
importance. The nursing care whieh the 
patient receives is also of great value. 
So tar as medical treatm ent is concern­ 
ed, this includes w hatever measures the 
physician thinks will help the patient to 
recover function. 
Early exercise of the 
muscle* and electric stimulation 
of 
the 
muscles are among these measures. 
Indeed the outlook for many victims ol 
stroke* is by no means gloomy, as is so 
often believed.

W ASHINGTON—Naturally you can’t get 
any of the Democratic high command to 
admit it. but the frantic jockeying to side­ 
track Estes K efauver largely boils down to 
a deep and frenzied fear on the part of the 
big city bosses of having him w here 
he 
could control the Justice Department. 
T h at’s the reason why a lot of northern 
money is being sent down to Florida, gam ­ 
bling and otherwise, to try to defeat Ke­ 
fauver with another southerner—Russell 
of Georgia. 
It isn’t so much that certain 
northern Democrats love Russell; it’s that 
they figure Florida is a key state to set 
back K etauver * 
To understand exactly what this means 
you have to understand the cardinal strate­ 
gy by which the Democratic party has won 
its victories in recent years. 
* 
This strategy is to control the big city 
machines. Such control does two 
things. 
First, it gives the party a huge block of 
votes to iead off in any national election; 
second, the power and patronage of the 
city machines is more important to some 
leaders than a national victory. 
That is why W ashington has long w it­ 
nessed the paiadoxical position of certain 
Brooklyn, M anhattan and Chicago 
con­ 
gressmen w’ho consistently vote for liberal 
legislation in Washington, then go home 
and vote conservative on local issues. What 
this means is that, in return for their votes 
on national issues in Washington, 
these 
congressmen and these city machines are 
given complete power at home. 
CITY MACHINES AT HOME 
This complete power, however, depends 
on a friendly, cooperative Justice D epart­ 
ment. Without this, city machines cannot 
safely operate. For part of their campaign 
revenue frequently comes from gambling 
and underworld sources; so that any attor­ 
ney general who gets tough about the cor­ 
ru p t practices act or income-tax prosecu­ 
tions automatically jeopardizes their busi­ 
ness. 
T hat was the real reason why Attorney 
General Frank M urphy was boosted up to 
th e Suprem e Court when he got too tough 
w ith the big city machines; and it is also 
w hy the Democratic leaders of those m a­ 
chines are deathly afraid of a crim e-buster 
nam ed Kefauver. 
Likewise it is w hy Governor Fuller W ar­ 
ren of Florida is bitterly opposed to K e­ 
fauver. For K efauver helped expose the 
huge amounts of gambling 
contributions 
which helped W arren get elected—a total 
of $154,079 coming from Chicago's William 
H. Johnston, big-shot owner of dog tracks 
who dominates dog races in the entire state 
of Florida. 
It was M urphy who, as attorney general, 
sent Boss Pendergast of Kansas City to jail, 
prosecuted five m em bers of the old Huey 
Long gang in Louisiana and started to in­ 
vestigate. the Jersey City setup 
of 
boss 
F ran k Hague. 
About this time, howls of 
anguish from Democratic leaders were so 
loud that FDR had to listen to them; and 
M urphy was promoted to 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
Protests over Murphy wej;e somewhat 
sim ilar to the protests Calvin Coolidge re ­ 
ceived when his attorney general, Harlan 
Fiske Stone, started to prosecute the Alu­ 
m inum Corporation of America under the 
Sherm an anti-trust act, 
despite the fact 
that the head of Alcoa, Andrew W. Mel­ 
lon, was sitting as secretary of the treas­ 
ury in the Coolidge cabinet. 
T he protests at that time came from big 
business, and Stone promptly was pro­ 
moted to the Suprem e Court—even though 
he was a very close friend and former A m ­ 
herst classmate of Coolidge. 
COVET JUSTICE DEPARTMENT 
Ever since shortly after the Civil War, 
when the once radical 
Republican 
party 
became the defender of business, its cam ­ 
paign chests have received their main con­ 
tributions from business. 
Simultaneously 
the Democratic party has received gener­ 
ous contributions from 
certain 
shadowy 
figures who support the big city machines. 
Jim m y Hines, the Tammany leader who 
later went to jail for his underworld con­ 
nections, attended the Democratic conven­ 
tion in Chicago when Franklin Roosevelt 
w as first nominated, and Frankie Costello, 
the gambling king was with him. Likewise 
the $300,000 shake-down which Boss Pen­ 
dergast collected from Missouri insurance 
companies did not go into his pocket but 
into the party’s campaign funds. 
This 
gives 
an inkling of why certain 
leaders are so sore at Kefauver. 
It also 
gives an inkling of why control of the Ju s­ 
tice Department is so important. 
In the 
case of the Democrats, they need control 
of the Justice D epartm ent’s criminal divi­ 
sion which has the power to put people in 
jail. In the case of the Republicans, they 
hanker for control of the antitrust division 
with its power to prosecute corporations.

A-Bomb Would Be Ineffective 
Against Dug-In Forces In Korea

YUCCA FLAT ATOMIC TEST 
SITE, Nev. — (NEA) — It’s ridi­ 
culous to think that one atomic 
bomb could win the war in Korea 
or even give UN forces there more 
thas a limited tactical advantage. 
That is one of the first conclu­ 
sions of m ilitary observers who 
had just witnessed the detonation 
of a record-sized atomic bomb. 
Developing atomic ground tac­ 
tics was the goal of the A rm y’s 
participation in the test. 
It was 
the first time U. S. troops at­ 
tempted anything beyond merely 
watching an explosion. 
It showed 
just how much the Army has yet 
to learn before it can use A-bombs 
in actual combat. 
This 
was 
the 
first 
problem 
raised by 
Lt. 
Gen. 
Joseph 
M. 
Swing, 
Sixth 
Army 
commander, 
a few' minutes after he returned 
from 
being 
one of 
the 
closest 
willing 
human 
beings 
to 
an 
A-bomb explosion. 
He was in a 
fox-hole a little less than four 
miles from ground zero—the spot 
directly under the burst. 
“The one used in this test was 
just 
too 
big 
for 
satisfactory 
ground m aneuvers,” he said. “Ifs 
going to take 
a 
lot 
more tests 
like this to show us finally just 
what the optimum size is for tac­ 
tical atomic weapons. 
•

“We’ve got to have a smaller 
one so that the men can go into 
the area of the burst faster,” he 
explains. 
“Otherwise, 
you 
lose 
the 
value 
of 
surprise. 
If you 
have to wait a long time to move 
in. and have to go a long distance, 
the enemy can recover and move 
in just as soon as you can, and 
what have you gained?” 
The test adds weight to the long­ 
standing Army reaction 
to 
the 
bomb—that ifs just another big 
boom like any other 
explosive. 
They feel it must be fitted into 
the whole system of weapons, and 
that it’s not so revolutionary that 
it will change the entire science 
of warfare. 
Military 
experts 
also 
agreed 
that the test wiped out any com­

military 
might have based on the theory 
that A-bombs would make up for 
the lack of manpower among the 
North Atlantic Treaty countries. 
Other official military observers 
went beyond that to point

This reporter recently returned * 
from visits to the front-line in 
Korea. 
UN patrols behind enemy 
lines reported 
the 
Communists 
have dug into bunkers, deep in 
the sides of the mountains and 
topped 
with

earth. 
In *ome cases they are 


dug in in this fashion up to eight 
miles behind the line.

Appropriation Bills 


L A N S I N G — (ZP)— Gov. Williams 
Wednesday 
signed 
$214,017,000 
worth of legislative appropriation 
bills, including $28,799,000 in con­ 
struction money for state institu­ 
tions. 
The governor congratulated the 
legislature on its progress in mental 
hospital construction. The legisla­ 
ture took $21,860,400 from the hos­ 
pital bond issue for such construc­ 
tion. 
Williams said he intended to sign 
a $2,500,000 additional appropriation 
for tuberculosis bed additions to 
Herman Kiefer Hospital in Detroit. 
Fund Too Small 
The governor, however, expressed 
regret that no money had been al­ 
lowed for a children’s hospital for 
the mentally ill at Northville and

Composite Prisoner 
Picture Is Drawn 


RALEIGH, N. C.— (ZP) —The 
State Prisons Department and the 
Paroles Commission have drawn 
up a composite picture of North 
Carolina’s average prison inmate. 
He is almost 28 but has a men­ 
tal age of 14. Mr. Average Pris­ 
oner stands 5 feet 9, is married, 
and dropped out of school after the 
fifth grade. He is serving about 
five years and nine months for a 
crime committed in a small or 
rural community. 
The figures also 
show 
that 
throughout the state’s prison sys­ 
tem the number of white admis­ 
sions is outnumbering Negro ad­ 
missions. This is a reversal of 
pre-war trends and has caused 
Prisons Director W alter Anderson 
to state he must convert some of

Marines Start 
Atomic Games

LAS VEGAS, Nev. — OP)—The 
United States Marines planned to 
observe May Day in typical fash­ 
ion today, going 
through 
their 
first atomic maneuver. 
With clearing weather, Nuclear 
scientists are expected to provide 
a blast over Yucca flat sometime 
after 9:15 a. rn., Pacific daylight 
time (1:15 a. rn., Eastern Stan­ 
dard Time). 
Two Marine combat battalions 
—totaling 2,150 men—were ready 
to advance from 
foxholes 
and 
trenches less than four miles away 
after the detonation. 
The bomb was again scheduled 
to be delivered by an air force B50 
from Kirtland Air Base, Albu­ 
querque, N. M. 
It was indicated 
that it might be exploded at 2,000 
feet— 1,500 lower than the blast 
in last week’s army maneuver. 
Brig. Gen. Joseph C. Burger of 
Camp Pendleton, Calif., was 
in 
charge of the maneuver. 
Camp 
Pendleton and Camp Lejeune, N. 
C., each supplied a battalion for 
the simulated beachhead assault 
on Yucca Island, an enemy-held 
atoll centered on ground zero, the 
atomic target. 
Several hundred observers came 
from Marine Corps 
and 
other 
military installations in the con­ 
tinental U. S. to view the 
test 
from IO miles away. 
Newsmen 
were not invited on the 
Atomy 
Energy Commission test site 
for 
this shot. 
It was the fourth scheduled test 
in the 1952 spring series and the 
16th atomic explosion in Nevada 
since the AEC started firing here 
in January, 1951. 
The 
AEC 
advised 
the Civil 
Aeronautics 
Administration 
to 
keep the 12,000 and 30,000 foot 
flight levels clear between here 
and Albuquerque, indicating 
the 
bomb was to be dropped from a 
high altitude. The April 22 bomb 
was released at 32,000 feet.

Cortisone Produces 


Synthetic Guinea Pigs 


For Testing Diseases 


BOSTON — (ZP) — Synthetic 
“guinea pigs” are the latest m ar­ 
vels produced by the newest won­ 
der hormone, cortisone. 
These 
synthetics are animals 
which after receiving 
cortisone 
treatments become subject to hu­ 
man diseases they never have nor­ 
mally. That makes them useful for 
medical experiments. 
This 
new medical exploration 
was reported in a num ber of pa­ 
pers today to the anual meeting ot 
the Society of American Bacteri­ 
ologists. 
By this use of cortisone, rabbits 
at the University of Minnesota are 
getting typhoid fever. The rabbits 
receive cortisone in much larger 
amounts than used 
for 
human 
treatm ents. 
At 
Minnesota, and Mt. Sinai 
Hospital, 
New York City, 
four 
kinds of mice “guinea pigs” have 
been produced by cortisone plus 
X-rays. 
Some of these mice get moni­ 
liasis, a human disease known as 
thrush, that causes ulcers in the

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Drugs Protect Seeds 
From Soil Infection 


Ever feel frustrated when that 
row of peas you planted so care­ 
fully in the family garden begin 
popping through the ground? 
For about two feet, they’re as 
thick as you expected, then maybe 
a three-foot stretch w ith only five 
plants, another foot of heavy stand 
and the rest of the row just strag­ 
gling. 
Dig down and you’ll find the pea 
seeds, some with rotted spots and 
many with little sprouts that are 
curled and sickly looking. 
You failed to recognize that en­ 
emies lay waiting in the damp 
cold soil to attack that seed and 
the sprout it would put forth— 
enemies known as fungi, or molds, 
which are found in varying abun­ 
dance in practically all soil. Com­ 
monly, they are spoken of as seed 
decay, “damping 
off,” 
seedling 
blights, and root rot. 
These are seed and seedling dis­ 
eases. 
They are usually most de­ 
structive 
when soil tem perature 
conditions are not favorable for 
quick growth. 
Hot, dry soils 
as 
well as cold, wet soils may have 
the same effect. 
Germination is 
slowed down. 
Finally, when the 
sprout does break 
through 
the 
seed coat, it is slow in its growth 
toward the surface. 
This gives 
the enemy fungi a longer time 
during which they can attack the 
tiny plant. 
This danger exists in the case of 
all the vegetables, and flowers too, 
you like to grow. 
Only within recent years have a 
group of organic chemicals, most­ 
ly sulfur compounds, been devel­ 
oped which 
could 
be 
used 
as 
“overcoats” 
for 
garden 
seeds. 
These are toxic to the fungi, yet 
harmless to the seeds themselves. 
They throw up a “buffer zone” 
around the seed and sprout, ward­ 
ing off the enemy organisms in the 
soil and giving the plant a chance 
to develop strong roots and vig­ 
orous top growth. 
Only a tiny amount 
of 
these 
chemicals is needed to coat the 
seeds. In general, vegetable seeds

may be successfully treated with 
either of two chemicals sold un­ 
der the names “Arasan” or “Sper- 
gon.” 
These are dusts which can 
be purchased in small containers. 
Tear a corner off the ordinary 
seed packet and 
dump 
in 
the 
am ount of the chemical which is 
held on the large end of a tooth­ 
pick. Shake the packet briskly, so 
the chemical will completely coat 
all the seeds. 
For flower seeds, use the chem­ 
ical called “Semesan.” This may 
be placed with the seed in a can 
or ja r and the container agitated 
for three or four minutes, or the 
chemical may be dissolved in wat-

Testing Chief 
Club Speaker 


Dr. K ent Leach, Ann 
Arbor, 
head of the Bureau 
of 
School 
Services, University of Michigan, 
touched on testing programs 
as 
carried out in schools today in a 
talk before the Gladstone Rotary 
club. 
Dr. Leach was in Gladstone to 
go over the testing programs cair­ 
ned out in local schools, deter­ 
mine results and make recommen­ 
dations. 
In the past year he visited 420 
schools in Michigan to 
analyze 
testing programs and is now on a 
tour of the Upper Peninsula, 
a 
trip incidentally which he 
ex­ 
pected to make several 
months 
ago. 
Rotarians were told that 
there 
are many misconceptions 
about 
testing programs. 
Many persons 
are of the opinion that a youth 
may be given a battery of tests 
and from the results it be deter­ 
mined if Johnny will 
make 
a 
banker, baker, 
lawyer, 
candle­ 
stick maker, machinist or concert 
pianist. This idea is entirely false, 
he said. 
Too many other factors 
not taken into consideration 
in 
the tests enter into the picture, 
Dr. Leach stated. 
Tests are of no value if the in­ 


formation obtained therefrom is 
not used and action taken. 
If a school uses the 
achieve­ 
m ent test, the test should 
be 
examined thoroughly to 
deter­ 
mine if it follows or fits the sys­ 
tem, Dr. Leach said.

Rotarians were treated to home 
made cookies and mints, attrac­ 
tively basketed, a token of ap­ 
preciation from the Senior Girls 
Scout troop which the club has 
sponsored for years.

oped a fondness for the orphan 
Swedish boy, taught him to read 
and write and was instrum ental in 
sending him to Copenhagen where 
he was confirmed in the Lutheran 
Church and learned the trade of 
shoemaker. 
When he became a journeyman 
shoemaker at the age of 18 in 1880 
he responded to the lure of the New 
World and em igrated to the United 
States, landing in New York City 
with a $1.50 in his pockets. 
He 
joined a caravan of workers headed 
for Tonawanda, N. Y., and it was 
while helping to unload a shipload 
there that he decided to move on 
to Manistique. 
Heard Swedish Talk 
% 
His ears caught the unmistakable 
sound of the Swedish language be­ 
ing spoken by boat workers, and he 
soon learned that the boat carried 
lumber from mills in Manistique 
where, he was told, opportunity was 
rife and many young Swedish peo­ 
ple lived. 
He arrived in Manistique on June 
29, 1880, again with only $1.50 to 
his name. 
Other incidents from his early 
life before he finally settled down 
to his shoemaking trade included 
work on the Escanaba ore docks; 
a long three-day hike alone down 
the lakeshore from Escanaba to 
M arinette; and a boat trip from 
Marinette to Chicago where he was 
employed briefly as a bricklayer’s 
helper and later worked in a shoe 
store. 
With $110 earned in Chicago he 
purchased a supply of leather, some 
tools and a return passage to Fay­ 
ette. He hiked overland from Fay­ 
ette to Manistique, a miserable 
trip through the soggy snow of 
early spring, and had his supplies 
and equipment come by stage the 
following day. 
“ I was unable to spend the night 
in Fayette and wait for the stage 
because I was broke again” , he 
said. 
Built Shoe Shop 
With credit extended by Martin 
Quick, general superintendent of 
the Chicago Lumbering Company 
mill in Manistique, he built him­ 
self a small building on Chippewa 
avenue and began making shoes. 
“We made shoes in those days— 
work boots and fancy boots for the 
loggers 
and 
lumberjacks,” 
he 
stated. 
“There was little repair 
work”. 
For virtually 59 years after that 
he followed his trade in Mani­ 
stique, watching the town grow 
and change and modernize. Under 
the compulsion of failing eyesight 
he reluctantly abandoned his work 
bench and machines a year ago. 
Ekberg had four children, three 
of whom are living. One son, Fred, 
passed away several years ago.

Browns win the pennant, and we 
would have to give the m atter a 
lot of thought even then. 
It is ex­ 
trem ely unlikely that the stocky 
redhead’s record ever will be beat­ 
en, if equalled. 
Speaking as one who has fol­ 
lowed the gals on many a round 
and has watched Patty hit them 
for approximately half her life, 
we still find it difficult to con­ 
ceive of anything in skirts shoot­ 
ing a 64 over a regulation golf 
course. 
The length of the Rich­ 
mond 
layout 
is, 
incidentally, 
somewhat greater than that of the 
average links played by the men 
stars on their annual winter tour. 
That the pleasant, unaffected girl 
from Minneapolis should have been 
the one to crack what had been con­ 
sidered exclusively m an’s scoring 
domain strikes an especially re­ 
sponsive chord here. 
Patty has 
had a hard tim e of it, one w ay and 
another, since she turned pro aud 
began battling against Babe Didnk- 
son Z ahanas and the occasional 
glamor pusses who take prettier 
pictures.

0(H) m en of Am erican Samoa, one- 
tenth of the entire population of 
the tiny Pacific island possession 
of the U nited States, are reported 
ready to give up the idyllic life 
of the South Seas for the uniform s 
of the A rm ed Services. To ac­ 
com m odate them the governor has 
appealed to W ashington for a m ili­ 
tary recruiting station. 
The Sam oans who would serve 
th eir c o u n try 
are 
Polynesians, 
m em bers of a happy race—tall, 
handsom e people who have lived 
On the sim ple and abundant n a ­ 
tu ral produce of their islands for 
centuries, says the National G eo- 
giaphical Society. 


Wartime Station 


C ontentm ent w ith the island life 
m ay have been disturbed by the 
influx of A m erican service 
m en 
during W orld W ar II. Sam oa w as 
one of the Pacific 
island 
spots 
used by the Arm ed Services, a l­ 
though it saw no conflict. 
A m erican Samoa consists of a 
group of islands just east of the 
International Date Line, 900 m iles 


south of the equator, and about 2,- 
275 miles south of H awaii. 
For 
years their chief value to the U nit­ 
ed States was as a coaling station 
for Nav yships at Pago Pago, “the 
best harbor in the south Pacific.” 
Visitors Now Allowed 
The Navy governed Samoa from 
1899 to Ju ly I, 1951, when the In ­ 
terior D epartm ent assum ed con­ 
trol. A m erican Sam oa is now a 
territory under a civilian governor. 
Tourists are welcom ed, provided 
they have ro u n d -trip tickets. Visi­ 
tors who plan to stay are asked 
for proof of financial responsibili­ 
ty and are w arned th at Sam oan 
law prohibits ow nership of lands 
bv any persons other than the na­ 
tive Polynesians. 
A m erican Sam oa has 
resisted 
much of the advance of civiliza­ 
tion. A few m iles from the capi­ 
tal at Pago Pago Sam oans enjoy 
the sim ple village life they have 
known for centuries. 
The clim ate, w ith a tem perature 
range betw een 70 and 90 degrees 
and a four-m onth rainy season, en­ 
courages the grow th of am ple na­ 
tu ral food such as coconut, taro, 
breadfruit, and bananas. Fish are 
abundant, and some cattle, fowl, 
and hogs are raised. On the whole, 
food production is about as effo rt­ 
less as it can be anywhere. 
Still, some 2.000 of the approxi­ 
m ately 19,500 A m erican Sam oans, 
are reported anxious to enlist.
